Wasuinerton, D. C., March 8.—The Inter-

Lesseps to-day in the new room which has 
been fitted up just back of the Speaker’s 
chair. The announcement of the event in 
the morning papers drew a large crowd ef 
curious people to the Capitol, and made quite 
a mob around the Committee and the titled 
little Frenchman. He spoke in French, 


which was translated very freely and very 


generally by Mr. Appleton, of Boston, who 
also accompanied De Lesseps as inter- 
preter. In an hour and a half he 
went over the whole ground in a 
decisive way. He is, of course, 
in favor of the Panama route, and agalast all 
the other routes, and their alleged impracti- 
bility he explained in detail. He claims 
that a canal capable of floating large steam- 
ships can be cut without lift or sidewater 
locks, a statement which quite staggered the 
Committee and brought out a variety of 
questions from interested parties present 
and members of the Committee. Commodore 
Lull and Capt. Eads were present, and the 
latter will give his plan for a ship-railroad 
before the Committee to-morrow. M. De 
Lesseps, contrary to his expectation, has de-

HOW THEY WORKED YESTERDAY.

SUPREME COURT. 
THE UNITED STATES ELECTION LAWS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8.—The fol- 
lowing Supreme Court decisions are promulk 
ted: 


No. 7 (original). Ex-parte Albert Siebold 
et. al. Petitions for writs of habeas corpus 
and certiorari. ‘The petitioners in this case 
were judges of election in the City of Balti- 
more. They were appointed by authority of 
State law, and discharged their duties as 
such judges of the election of Representa- 
tives to Congress Nov. 5, 1878. Under Secs. 
5,515 and 5,522 Revised Statutes they were 
indicted in the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the District of Maryland 
on a charge of interfefing with and 
resisting the Supervisors of Election 
and Deputy Marshals of the United States 
while the latter were engaged in the per- 


formance of their duties at said election. 


Upon this charge they were tried, convicted, 


and sentenced toimprisonment. They there-

SATISFIED.

Lonpox, March 8—Mr. Forster, member 
for Bradford, said in the House of Commons 
to-night that on behalf of the Opposition 
he would express his satisfaction with 
the date announced by bis Lord- 
ship for the dissolution. ‘Notwithstanding 
the attempt to appear satisfied, the Liberals 
manifest certain Indications of uneasiness at 
having the general election forced upon them 
at so early adate. The result of the recent 
election in Liverpoo] and Southwark has 
greatly diminished their confidence in the 
outcome of an appeal to the country 
at the present moment. On the other hand, 
the Conservatives are jubilant and confident, 
and boast that they will come back in May 
with a majority of not less than’ 120 mem- 
bers. The present Parliament began Feb. 21, 
1874, the Gladstone Government having then 
remained in power for five years and seven- 
ty-three days. 

A COMPLETE SURPRISE. 
Special Cabie. 

Lonpon, March 8.— The announcement of 
the approaching dissolution of Parliament 
made to-day by Sir Stafford Northcote in the 
House of Commons and by Lord Beacons- 
field in the Upper House has taken political 
circles completely by surprise. The writs of 
election will be issued in Easter week. It 
is believed that the immediate cause of the 
dissolution is the Government Water bill, 
which, though adopted in principle, has met 
with the strongest opposition. The Chancel- 


lor of the Exchequer will introduce the 


budget Thursday forenoon, and then the im- 
portant work of the Parliament may be con- 
sidered at an end. In the course of 
his statement Sir Stafford explained that the 
Government had been unable to come wa 
decision earlier because of the necessity of 
procuring Parliamentary sanction for their 
Irish relief measures. They might now 
consider the pressing Irish difficulties 
ended. The new Parliament, he thought, 
would probably be in working order in the 
course of the first week in May. In answer 
to an inquiry by Mr. Dellwyn he gave the 2d 
of March as the date of the dissolution. 

The announcement of dissolution was re- 
ceived with cheers. As soon asit had been 
made the telegraph office of the House was 
besieged by members anxious to communi- 
cate the intelligence to their constituencies. 
It was learned that 

A CABINET COUNCIL 

held at Lord Salisbury’s residence had de- 
termined upon taking the step after a brief 
sitting. Lord Beaconsfield had been subse- 
quently closeted with Lord Salisbury for an 
hour. The fact that this council had been sum- 
moned was known only to a chosen few 
of the Government, inasmuch as instead of 
the issue of the usual summons the members 
of the Cabinet were verbally notified to as- 
semble. This morning the Earl of Beacons- 
field, accompanied by Mr. Montague Corry, 
his Secretary, walked over from Down- 
ing street, through St. James’ Park, 
to Lord Salisbury’s house, near Piccadilly. 
There they met informally, as it appeared, 
the other members of the Government, and 
held the consultation by which the dissolu- 
tion was determined. That result was reached 
at half -past 1. Sir Stafford Northcote’s an- 
nouncement was made at 5. 

A correspondent conversing in the lobby of 
the House a few moments before the declara- 
tion was made, discovered no signs whatever 
that the coming event was suspected. 
When Sir Stafford Northcote rose 
in his quiet, business-like way to 
ask the attention of the House for 
a Ministerial statement, members in the 
lobby were speculating whether the disso] u- 
tion would come about next fall or in the 
sp of 1881. It is also a notable fact that 
no nisterial journal indicated the 
least idea of dissolution. When the

THE PAPER TARIFY. _ 

The decision by Appraiser Ham, of this 
port, that imported printing-paper must pay 
a duty of 35 per cent ad valorem, instead of 
20 per cent as written in the law, is one of 
the fashionable official devices to punish 
trade as a crime so common among revenue 
officers. We print Mr. Ham’s explanation of 
his rulings, and we cannot but say that the 
grounds of his decision are frivolous in the 
éxtreme. The law provides the following 
scale of duties under the general head of 
paper: b

The Scandinavian States have demonetized 
silver, and have supplied the deficiency by 
the issue of legal-tender bank-paper. There 
may be some small discrepancies between 
the amounts of paper issued and that which 
is put down as legal-tender, but this is due 
to the different dates used by the authorities 
given.

If the Liberal party 
will only work harmoniously and jyig- 
orously from now until the time of 
election there is, good reason for predicting 
that England will be rescued from the rule 
of a reactionary plutdécracy led by a clever 
politician Wo can scarcely be called a 
statesman. * 


Tue first day’s experience of the House 
under the revised rules was a stormy one, 
and it was clearly ewident that few of the 
members, including the Speaker, knew much 
about the effect of the rules they have adopt- 
ed, though more than two months were 
spentin their discussion. It seemed to be 
the understanding at first that under the 
new code a member could introdtce a bill 
and name the Committee which should have 
jurisdiction over it, but the Speaker ruled 
otherwise, deciding temporarily that the 
House can by a majority vote of those pres- 
ent determine the Committee to which any, 
bill shall be referred. This operated unfa- 
vorably to the friends of tariff-reform, who 
had hoped to be able to send their bills to 
some committee not already known to be 
hostile to any tariff legislation, as the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means avowedly is. A 
large number of bills looking to a reduction 
or removal of the tariff on certain articles, 
notably those entering into the manufacture 
of print-paper, were brought forward under 
the call of the States, but in every case the 
Committee on Ways and Means was 
able to secure control of these measures 
by large mgjorities, the House evidently 
being unwifling to enter upon any departure 
from the old-established custom of intrust- 
ing all such subjects to that Committee. The 
outlook for these tariff-reduction measures is 
not deemed entirely discouraging, from the 
fact that several of them were introduced 
and will be pressed by members of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. 


LEGAL-TENDER PAPER. 

One of the favorit arguments employed in 
behalf of the scheme to demonetize the 
greenbacks of this country and to demone- 
tize silver, and have gold the exclusive legal- 
tender money of the United States, is that we 
must do as the other commercial nations of 
the world do, or we must suffer accordingly. 

THE Cuicaco Tripune has repeatedly 
pointed out to these goldites that England 
has a legal-tender paper currency, which en- 
ables her to demonetize silver, and that with- 
out this legal-tender paper she could not 
maintain specie- payments. This paper has 
also pointed out that France, having her gold 
currency supplemented by legal-tender silver, 
suffers no financial panics. We now propose 
to enlarge this exhibit by a _ state 
ment of the legal-tender money in 
circulation in several States of Europe 
and America,—premising, however, that our 
table, correct so far as it goes, has yet to be 
enlarged by the addition of other States con- 
cerning which our information is not yet 
complete in its detalls. In the annual re- 
port of the Hon. H. C. Burchard, Director of 
the Mint of the United States, page 127, 1s 
given a statement of the money circulation 
of twenty-four nations; it contains a specific 
statement of the amounts of the paper money 
in circulation, of the gold coin, and also of 
the silver coin, and the distinction between 
full legaltender and limited legal-tender 
silver being pointed ont. This table, how- 
ever, in giving the amount of the paper 
money in circulation, does not distinguish 
that which by law is legal-tender and that 
which s not. In the following table we 
follow the figures of the Director of the Mint, 
adding thereto the statement of the amounts 
of paper money which is legal-tender in the 
countries named:

We hope in a few days to have the detailed 
information which will enabie us to complete 
our list of nations using legal-tender paper as 
a debt-paying currency; but the list is suffi- 
ciently long and comprehensive to establish 
the fact that the universal experience of all 
Governments is that gold as the exclusive 
legal-tender money is not sufficient to enable 
any people to carry on their domestic and 
foreign trade, and that where the quanjjty of 
full legal-tender silver coin is not, in addition 
to the gold, in large quantities, or is excluded 


altogether, then there must be an issue of 


legal-tender paper, either by the Government 
direct, or by the banks under the authority 
of the Government, as is the case in England 
and the Scandinavian States. So thoroughly 
is this supported by the experience of other 
nations that if by judicial or other proceed- 
ings the present legal-tender greenbacks of 
this country shall be forced into rétirement 
an amendment to the Constitution authoriz- 
ing the issue of paper money having a legal- 
tender quality will become a National neces- 


sity.

MR. TILDEN AS A CANDIDATE. 

It is becoming more and more apparent 
every day that Mr. Tilden has not abandoned 
his designs upon the Demecratic norfina- 
tion. It is likewise becoming more and more 
apparent every day that Mr. Tilden will be 
able to secure the prize if he is determined 
to have it. The action of the Cincinnati Con- 
vention will turn mainly upon the condition 
of Mr. Tilden’s health. If the old politician 
shall retain till June 19 the same overpower- 
ing ambition he has cherished ever since the 
Electoral Commission decided against him 
and in faver of Hayes, and if he shall then 
have the same confidence in his personal 
strength and health which he now has, it is 
safe to predict that no combination can pre- 
vail to defeat him. 


Tilden’s claims upon the Democratic party 


Mare certainly stronger than those of any rival 


for the nomination. The Democrats count 
upon an important following on the ground 
that they were cheated out of the election of 
1876. If there be any justice or force in such 
an appeal, it certainly resis upon the renomi- 
nation of the man who was the chief sufferer 
from the alleged fraud, so long as he is will- 
ing and anxious to demand vindication and 
restitution from the people. To discard Til- 
den will be to voluntarily surrender the advan- 
tage they hope to gain from the fraud issue. 
It will be impertinent and useless for the 
Democrats to claim an election from the peo- 
ple on the ground that they were defrauded 
of a previous victory, after deliberately refus- 
ing to stand by the man who had ied them in 
this victory. They will constantly be con- 
fronted by this question: “If Tilden was 
elected in 1876 and eheated out of 
the office, why have you refused to 
recognize the lien which you claim 
he has upon the office?” It will not do for 
the party to answer this question dy setting 
up that Tilden is hot a fit man for the office, 
for that would amount to self-stultification. 
Tilden has done nothing since the campaign 
of 1876 to warrant his repudiation by his 
party, and all he had done previous to that 
time and all he did during the last campaign 
was condoned and approved by the Demo- 
crats. Any admission of the cipher frauds, 
with which the Democratic managers were 
identified as much as Tilden himself, will be 
as damaging to the party if it refuse to nom- 
inate Tilden as if it accept him, and hence 
this scandal cannot serve as an excuse for re- 
jecting him. In one word, Tilden is essential 
to the supposed efficacy of the fraud issue, 
and his rejection will be tantamount to an 
abandonment of that issue. 

Tilden has otherwise the same claims upon 
the party that secured him the nomination in 
1876. The Democrats have gained no victory 
in New York, which they now regard as the 
pivotal State in the next election, that was 
not won under the active personal manage- 
ment of Samuei J. Tilden. They cannot 
hope to carry that State now without his 
codperation and the assistance of his genius 
for organization. He has more money to-day 
than he had in 1876, and his wealth and willing- 
ness to bestow it upon political success were 
always powerful factors in his leadership. 
The influence of his “ barrel” is not confined 
to its possible influences in the campaign, 
but will also assert itself directly in the Cin- 
cinnati Conyention as it did in the St. Louis 
Convention. The Southern: delegates, as a 
rule, and probably a large proportion of the 
delegates from the Northern States, are open 
to “ persuasion ” that Tilden ig the strongest 
man the party can nominate. H Tilden shall 
determine to secure the nomination he will 
spare no money to carry out his purpose, and 
there are no signs of such reform amgng the 
Democratic politicians as would denote the 
indignant rejection of Mr. Tilden’s cash 
pro positions. 

But Tilden’s peculiar claims and pecullar 
methods are not the only reasons for be- 
lieving he can secure the Cincinnati nomina- 
tion If he wants it. There are influences 
outside of Mr. Tilden’s personal efforts that 
are favorable to Uim. The Democratic party, 
though in control of both Houses of Con- 
gress and a large proportion of the State 
Governments, has developed no statesman of 
such exalted ability or successful deeds as to 
establish a claim upon the people, or even to 
rival Tilden as 4 political leader. Every 
man who has sought to place himself at the 
head of the party during the last four years 


whether sized, glued, or unsized, must be 
charged 35 per cent, because all such paper, 
after being imported, may be used for other 
purposes than books and newspapers.

Upon this ground 
he claims that two descriptions of print- 
paper, on which the law imposes a duty of 20 
and 25 per cent respectively, must be charged 
with a duty of 35 per cent, and at this rate 
he has imposed duties. The paper was en- 
tered at Port Huron and thence forwarded to 
this city. So it does not fall within 
the jurisdiction of the Collector of 
the Port of Chicago. During the last 
month considerable paper has been im- 
ported from Canada. All of it that has gone 
elsewhere than to Chicago has been charged 
with the duty of 20 per cent; but all that has 
come here has been subjected to a duty of 35 
per cent. 

The construction placed on the law by the 
Appraiser at Chicago is more technical than 
intelligent. It is a perversion of law, a 
strained effort to give to the letter of the law 
a meaning wholly foreign to it. Printing- 
paperis an article of trade, as well defined 
and as clearly understood as calfskin or sole- 
leather. No man can mistake what is meant 
by “ printing-paper.” It means paper used 
for printing books and papers. That mean- 
ing is not susceptible of enlargement. It is 
the only use to which it can be applied; it 
is never bought or sold for any other 
purpose. We know of no use to which it 
can be profitably employed except for print- 
ing. All the importers have been compelled 
to pay the 35 per cent while the Appraiser is 
writing in all directions for opinions to suse 
tain his decision. f 

We suggest to the members of Congress 
who have this subject before them whether, 
in the light of this decision, the time has not 
come for the total abolition of all the duties 
on print-paper, and of all the duties on the 
material, the pulp of all kinds, and on al! the 
varieties of stock entering into the manu- 
facture of paper. The fact that two membérs 
of Congress have a moasopoly of the manu- 
facture of pulp certainly will not restrain 
Congress from abolishing the whole scandal- 
ous impost on printing-paper and paper ma- 
terials. |

Arrest of the Supposed Author of 


the Incendiary Fire at 
Bergen, N. Y. 


Details of the Recent Horrible 
Murder in Grayson County,

SEQUEL TO THE BERGEN FIRE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Burra.o, N. T., March 8.—On Tuesday 
morning last Tun Trisune contained the 
details of the almost total destruction of the 
Village of Bergen by fire, entailing a loss of 
$150,000. The general belief was that the 
conflagration was -the work of incendiaries. 
Since the fire, the citizens.of the burned vil- 
lage have been exerting every effort to un- 
earth the authors of the diabolicat crime, 
and detectives from Rochester and Buffalo 
have been stirred up to activity by the 
proffered reward of $2,000 for the arrest and 
an additional $500 for the conviction of the 
incéndiaries. On the day following the 
big blaze the citizens of Bergen told 
your correspondent that they had 
their suspicions as to who had started the 
fire, but, owing to the wealth and prominent 
position of the suspected party, they were 
not ready to make public their opinions. But 
afew days later it leaked out that S. C. 
Tully, who owned a large hardware store, 
and was supposed to be quite well off, was 
the individual against whom the suspicions 
of hif neighbors were directed. The first 
derogatory evidence gained was the state- 
ment ot one Hiscock, who, together with 
some friends, went into a store adjoining 
Tully’s during the fire to get out a 
chest of tools. While in the store an 
explosion took place. As the young men 
retreated, Hiscock and Perry Park noticed a 
Still-sputtering fuse or train of powder en- 
tering the store from oneend. Then they 
knew that the store had been purposely 
blown up by somebody. Hardly had the 
three got past Tully’s hardware-store, ad- 
joining Morey’s on the south, when there 
was an explosion in there also. The concus- 
sion was so forcible as to crash out nearly 
the entire front of the store, throwing the 
glass, etc., clear across the street, a distance 
of sixty or seventy feet. It broke the win- , 
dows all out of the Post-Office front, on the 
other side, and raised havoc gener- 
ally. Hiseock saw there 
a leading into Tully’s 
a Stairway at the rear. There could be no 
ae tes for he examined the fuse care- 
fullx. ully claimed that he had lost 
$17,000, and had an insurance of $12,000. 
Several gentlemen, and among them a man 
from a neighboring town, who had known 
of Tully for years, and who knew o e sus- 
icions after the fire of 1868, said they did not 
lieve his building and all its contents 
would inventory at a larger amount than 
$7,000, notwithstanding the fact that he 
claimed to have sustained a loss of 
$17,000. During Friday and Saturday new 
facts were developed which placed Tully 
in a bad posi detectives were au- 
thorized to arrest him. It was learned 
Tully had in the meantime left Bergen while 
the attention of] the people was centred upon 
the probable results of the investigation, so 
that he was not as closely watched as before;

which he had carried his previous accounts, 
could not be found anywhere; these 
new books would be just the ones to tell 
certain unmistakable stories which inquirers 
were very anxious to have in evidence; that 
Tully was one of the first men seen in front 
of and near his store when the explosion took 
place, or immediately thereafter ; that he did 
not lift a hand or stir a foet to save a single 
article from his burning store, but viewed 
the whole th as if wholly disinterested 
and only watching the progress of the flames; 
that there was other and much moreimportant 
evidence which must not now be made 
known. Late last night Detective Kav- 
anaugh arrested Tully in Rochester, at the 
residence of his father-in-law. When he 
was told for what he was wanted he replied 
that he was entirely innocent of the charge. 
He is about 40 years old, is tall and well- 
proportioned, and is a man of excellent ad- 
dress. He will probably have an examina- 
tion this week. . 


A FRIGHTFUL AFFAIR. 

Grayson Cournt-HovuseE, Va., March 6.—A 
horrible murder was eommitted in Grayson 
County last night. It seems that Henry Kite, 
a farmer of that county, some time since 
began to live illicitly with his wife’s sister.

JEFFERSON ON A THIRD TERM. 


His Letter to the Vermont Legislature 
2 Against It. 

Thomas Jefferson wrote letters to the Leg- 
islatures of Vermont, NewJersey, and Penn- 
sylvania, dated Dec. 10, 1807, and printed in 
the Philadelphia Aurora of Dec. 19, refusing 
to be a candidate for a third term, and sol- 
emnly announcing that he would not disre- 
gard the precedent of his illustrious prede- 
cessor, George Washington. We herewith 
reproduce the first of those letters,—that to 
the Legislature of Vermont: 

Dec. 10, 1807.—I received in due season the 
address of the Legislature of Vermont, bear- 
ing date the 5th o November, 1806, in which.

of my Administration, they were so good as 
to express their desire that I would consent 
te be proposed again to the public voice on 
the expiration of my present term of office.

What with the “boom” in breadstuffs, 
railway stocks, and mining shares, and the 
great advance in the prices of material en- 
tering into most manufactures, there would 
seem to be good reason for believing that the 
revival of business Is an accomplished fact.

Since Jan. 1, and including six 
weeks, the exchanges at New York have ag- 
gregated $4,646,161,741; at Boston, $462,656,- 
214: at Philadelphia, $311,674,950; at Chicago, 
$198,405,642; at Cincinnati, $90,108,400; at St. 
Louis, $90,793,144. The per cent of gain 
in these cities, as compared with 
the corresponding time in 1879, varies from

Last year we exported to and imported 
from about fifty different countries, sending 

: 439 worth of goods to Great Britain 
and freland, and import goods of the 
value of $108,538,812. To France we sold 
$89,609,027 worth, and imported $50,684,601, 
the total trade of these two countries aggre- 
gating $597,721,479, while the total commerce 
of the year, with all countries, was $1,157,- 
415,168. With the West Indies we traded 
$55,302,404 more than we bought, mostly 
sugar, our exports reachi $28,225, 940. 
The next country in point of impor- 
tance is Germany, the balance being on the 
right side, we having exported merchandise 
valued at 357,057,245 and imported $35,519,518. 
To the British North American possessions 
we sent $30,543,702, and took in exchange 
$26,138,554, leaving us a balance of $4,710,248. 
to Belginm, Netherlands, Russia (on 
the Baltic and White Seas), Spain, Austra- 
lasia, Portugal, Tdrkey in Europe, Africa 
Sweden and Norway, Denmark, and several 
other smaller i find the balance 
largely in favor ef the United States, and, in 
several instances, like a jug with the handle 
allon one side. For instance, we sold Bel- 
gium breadstuffs valued at $28,522,401, and 
imported only $4,209,282. To Russia we sent

$15,859,570 with Spain, we bouglit of her only 
$3,554,241 worth of luxuries, and to Austra- 
lasia we sent $17,171,815 worth of manufact- 
ured goods, and .imported $785,773, mostly 
wool. To Turkey we expotted 83,989, 
230, and the balance in our favor is ex- 
actly that sum. To Denmark we exported 
merchandise of the value of $2,204,704, and 
imported $21,738. Our trade with Italy 
Mexico, United States of Colombia, and 
Hawaiian Islands was about an even thing, 
the balance being small either way. 

OUR ADVERSE TRADE. 

In thirteen instances in 1879 the balance of 
trade was ainst us, and largely, too, in 
most cases, notably with Brazil, China, Brit- 
ish East Indies, Japan, Dutch Kast Indies, 
Venezuela,, Spanish possessions, Uruguay, 
and several other South American States, 
with which, by the way, the United States 
should have a large trade in its favor. Amer- 
ican trade with Brazil last year amounted to 
$47,509,811, but we exported only $8,194,370. 
To the Spanish possessions we sent only 8189 
worth of merchandise, but we imported 85. 
533,067. To the Indies and China, instead of 
sending large quantities. of cotton in ex- 
change for sugar, spices, etc., we exported 
$8,562,145, against $35,745,795 imported. Our 
export trade with Brazil has inéreased from 
$3,261,970 in 1841 to $8,190,370 in 187¥, a period 
embracing four decades, or representing a to- 
tal of exports in forty years of $66,373,020. 
One of the principal hindrances to our trade 
with a good many foreign countries is the 
tariff which deaves us without a return trade. 
For instance, South Australian wools are 
hardly permitted in our markets, but, if they 
were, to a considerable extent we could build 
up an export woolen trade. The United 
States is the largest purchaser in the Philip- 
pine Islands’ trade, but in our exports these 
trade relations are reversed. England sells 
to these islands cotton manufactures of the 
value of $3,000,000 annually. Our purchases 
there are mostly hemp and sugar. Again,

free, we could understand it; but when they 
are represented as opposing a repeal that 
would cheapen the cost of the material they 
use, the thing looks incomprehensible.

gress from repealing or reducing the duty on 
paper itself, and they think the best way of 
effecting this is to direct their efforts against) 
the repeal of the duty on the raw materials 
used in the manufacture of it. They say one 
thing, but they megp another.

The unjust and irrational character of the: 
existing tariff rates on paper and articles of 
necessary use in its manufacture is now 
universally admitted. No one in Congress 
or out of it pretends to justify a heavy ad- 
valorem duty on foreign paper, alleged to 
be for the protection of the American manu-' 
facturer, while at the same time a similar 
duty is imposed upon the materials anu 
chemicals which he is compelled to import 
from abroad to use in his manufacture. 
Eventhe most rabid and uncompromising 
protectionist organs freely admit the sub- 
stantial injustice of this policy. One of 
these organs says: “The truth is, the pa- 
per-manufacturing business does not need 
protection.” Even without the free importa- 
tion of materials, our abundant water-power 
and unequaled machinery afford ample pro- 
tection. This being so, what possible objec- 
tion can be urged against the repeal of the 
duty on foreign paper, especially if that 
measure be accompanied by the re- 
moval of the duty on crude Daper 
stock and bleachi chemicals? The 
only answer vouchsafed to this question 
by the protection organ, which acknowledges 
that the paper-manufacturers of the United 
States do not need protection against their 
foreign competitors, Is that it objects upon 
principle to all tariff tinkering.“ That is, it 
objects to correcting a confessed abuse, lest 
the necessary change to secure such correc- 
tion should open the door for the correction 
of other similar abuses. How is this extraor- 
dinary argument likely to impress the mind 
of intelligent Congressmen? It tells them 
that they must not remove an — 9 
and oppressive tax, which no one attempts to 
defend or justify, because if they do so they 
may at some future time be tempted to re- 
move some other tax, which there is no good 
reason for removing. How will they appre- 
ciate such a frank compliment to their intel- 
ligence? Mr. Fort, of IIlinois, has drawn a 
judicious bill for the relief of the paper-con- 
sumers and of the great newspaper-readin 
panic, which is now before Congress, Tha 
ill proposes to reduce the existing duty of 
20 per cent on foreign paper to 5 per cent, 
and to place the materials and chemicals 
used in the paper manufacture on the free 
list. As the only objection to this bill that 
has thus far been presented is the very re- 
markable one above mentioned, we think the | 
presumption that it will pass is not at all un- 
reasonable. 

PRINTING-PAPER AND THE PROTECTIONISTS. 
Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution. 

Evidence is accumulating that the protec- 
tionists as a body propose to antagonize 
every attempt to bring about a reform in the 
present absurd and incongruous tariff sys- 
tem. They will make no compromise what- 
ever save in the direction of a tariff commis- 
sion, and this they insist on because they be- 
lieve they can pack sucha commission with 
protectionists. The people are by no means 
opposed to such a commission, but, in the 
meantime, the tariff is so outrageously op- 
pressive in its operations upon particular in- 
terests, as well as upon the public, through 
these interests,—certain reforms are so neces- 
sary,—that it would be the hight of folly for 
Congress to delay the relief demanded by the 
people. It will be, or should be, the purpose 
ofa commission to reconstruct and reform 
and simplify the entire system; it is the duty 
of Congress to anticipate the labors of the 
commission by immediate reforms,—particu- 
larly with respect to the prohibitory duty on 
steel rails and the tax on printing-paper. 

The purpose of the protectionists is curi- 
ously illustrated in the attitude of one of the 
most prominent of the organs of that interest, 
—the Boston Advertiser. That journal is 
opposed to the repeal of the duty on paper, 
and the reasons it gives for its opposition are 
peculiar. The Advertiser admits that no in- 
terest of protection is subserved by the Cus- 
tom-House tax of 20 per cent, and the editor 
Says that. if he were in business of paper- 
making, he would thank nobody for a vote 
to retain the duty; and he adds that the 
papermakers do not need protection and the 
duty levied is not protective. The privilege 
of free importation of materials, our excel- 
lent machinery and abundant water-power, 
he adds, are sufticient protection. And yet he 
is opposed to the repeal of the duty, which is 
at present an onerous, unjust, and oppres- 
sive tax apie publishers, and which will 

resently become a tax upon the public. 

pon what ground does the reader suppose 
this exceedingly able editor bases his oppo- 
sition to either reduction or appeal? Why, 
simply this, “ the general objection to tink. 
ering the tariff.“ Reduction and repea! are 
not to be resisted because they would harm 
anybody,--including the protecticnists,—but 
because they are “part of a larger scheme 
which would bring great injury upon the 
country.” That is to say, anything that even 
sduints at reform in the tariff isto be op- 
posed on the ground that reform is in some 
sort an attack upon the theory as well as the 
practical operation of protection, and there- 
fore the interests as well as the organsof pro- 
tection will interpose their power and infin- 
ence to uphold monopoly and to defeat all 
measures intended to relieve the people. 

In our opinion, such a position is full of 
danger to the real interests of those who 
favor a protective tariff. It is full of dan- 
ger because the moment protection identifies 
itself with monopoly of any sert, that mo- 
ment it is doomed. No argument ean save 
it. No purchase of power or inflhence ean 
uphold it. No honest proteetionist can 
afford to occupy the position of the Boston 
organ. The public sentiment of the tax- 
7 of the country will not admit of it. 

Vhen the Advertiser admits that the tax on 
paper is unproductive and unnecessary,—that 
it is merely a tax on consumers; in short,— 
and still contends that it should be retained 
in the tari#, it is time for the peaple to open 
theiy-eyés to the real meaning of protection 
and the real intentions of those who favor 
such an obstruction to commerce; it is time 
for Congress to inquire whether certain 
home industries are to be strengthened, or 
whether arrogant and dangerous monopolies 
are to be built up and fostered.

Some More Farce-Trials for Murdering 
Republicans. 
Philadelphia Press. 

Since the acquittal of the man who shot: 


Nellie Chisolm all hope of bringing the Kem- 


per County assasins to punishment has 
been abandoned. Nevertheless, indictments 
against eight or ten of the murderous ruf- 
fians are still pending, and the trial of one of 
them has been set for next Monday. The 
result is a foregone conclusion, but the State 
of Mississippi, for the sake of appearances, 
insists on going through the forms of a 
prosecution, and the accused desires to be 
vindicated by a verdict of acquittal. It 
would save time’ and trouble if the State’s 
Attorney would confess to a judgment of 
not guilty before ajuryis impaneled. There 
is no use of taking a witness a thousand 
miles to hear her testimony brandedas false, 
and to see the murderer of her husband walk 
out of court a free man amid the applause of 
his admiring friends. 

Virgil ** is to be tried for the murder 
of John P. Gilmer, one of the victims of the 
Kemper County massacre. Gilmer was a 
young man, a native of Georgia, who at the 
age of 18 was conscripted into the Rebel 
army. The War closed, however, before he 
reached the command to which he was as- 
signed. In 1869 he removed from Georgia to 
Kemper County, Miss., and began storekee 
ing in the Town of Scooba. He was a Repu 
lican, and was looked upon as one of the 
leaders of the party in that section of Missis- 
sippi. Frequent attempts were made to as- 
sasinate him, and on one oceasion a mob of 
Democratic ruffians broke open his store and 
carried off all his goods. he Republicans 
of Kemper County twice. elected him to the 
Mississippi Senate, and Gov. Ames regarded 
him as an honorable and conscientious man. 
After the shotgun campaign of 1875 he 
gave up the hopeless effort to maintain a Re- 
publican organization in his county, and in 
order to relieve himself from the constant 
menace of assasination, and his wife from 
the cruel ostracism to which she was sub- 
jected, determined to leave the State. Gov. 
Ames tried to secure him an maa aa in 
the Consular service, but failed. 

In the winter of 1876-77, Gilmer and Judge 
Chisolm weré summoned to Washington to 
testify before the Boutwell Committee con- 
the political condition in Mississippi. 
After they had given their testimony they 
expressed the belief that they would be killed 
when they returned home. Their gloomy 
forebodings were prophetic. On the 29th of 
April, 1877, they were both killed by a mob, 
after an infamous perjurer had procured their 
arrest on acharge of murder. John W. Gully, 
a prominent Democratic ruffian, was shot 
on the evening of April, 26, 1877, while on his 
way from De Kalb to his home. Three days 
afterward a warrant was sworn out, charging 
B. F. Rush, who had not „been in the State 
for many months, witht committi the 
crime, and Judge Chisolm, John P. Gilmer 
Alexander Hopper. Newton Hopper, and 
Charles Rosenbaum with be accessories 
before the fact. These were five most 
prominent Republicans in the county, and 
the conspirators determined to get rid of.

THE IRISH PUZZLE, 


Which Storrs Could Not Solve—Werk- 
ing Against Their Own Interests and 
Stultifying/ Themselves.

Mr. Emery A. Storrs, of Chicago; de- 
livered a lecture the other evening in that 
city before the Irish-American Republican 
Club on the question: Why on Earth Are 
Irishmen Democrats?“ We are sorry to say 
that this puzzling conundrum was not solved 
by Mr. Storrs.

and Father Mathew. They were both Abo- 
litionists, and they sent a written appeal to 
their fellow-countrymen in America not to 
support the party of Slavery. Their appeal 
had no influence whatever, and the Irish 
vote went solid for Slavery. Another curi- 
ous anomaly is this: In Ireland the people 
were all Abolitionists, but as soon as they 
crossed the Atlantic they voted with the par- 
ty of Slavery. 

Is there any explanation to such ineonsist- 
eney as this Mr. Storrs is unable to find 
any, but there must be an explanation some- 
where. The two strik features of the 
conundrum are these: 1. The solid char- 
acter of the Irish vote. 2. That it should be 
always cast for the Democratic party. The 
explanation of the Irish vote is ger erally as- 
cribed to the clannishness of the people; but 
there must be a reason for this clannishness, 
and to find it we must refer back to the cir- 
cumstances of the Irish people at home. For 
centuries they have been compelled to band 
together for mutual protection against op- 
pressive laws, and this tie of union has been 
religious as well as political. In fact 
their politics and religion were blend- 
ed together. The Catholics were on 
one side; Government, laws, 


the power, the — and the Protestants 


were on the other. It became a habit to 
band together, and this habit continues even 
here in America. It is not at all strange that 
the Irish ‘have not yet learned to separate 
religion from politics. It is the opinion of 
the Irish people here that the Democratic 
party is more friendly to the Catholie Church 
than is the Republican party. False this 
opinion may be, but it is certain that the 
Irish entertain it, and, when their habit of 
banding together in the old country is con- 
sidered, their practical unanimity in this 
country is accounted for. For an Irish Dem- 
ocrat to turn Republican in this country is 
almost as infamous as to turn Protestant in 
Ireland, so closely do the Irish still biend to- 
gether their ideas of their religion and their 
politics, | 
Secondly, the Irish remember the Know- 
Nothing” era, when a great political party 
was formed for the purpose of excluding 
from the rights of American citizenship all 
Roman Catholics and all persons of foreign 
birth. By a mere accident the Democratic 
— was in power at the time, and of course
